On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1813, Mary 
Henry of Niagara won a place 
among Canada’s heroines, worthy 
of being kept in remembrance. 


The wife of Dominic Henry, the 
keeper of the lighthouse, had 
been a Ma Madden, of Hali- 
fax, where she had married 
Henry, then in the Royal Artil- 
lery. 

On the morning of May 27, 
1813, a small party held Fort 
George, their only arm a 24 
pounder, not in the best of con- 


dition. The fort was under double 
fire, from Fort Niagara and from 
three United States vessels out in 
the lake. The small garrison had 
little ammunition; all they could 
do was to hold out until that was 
exhausted. Through the night 
they sent back a shot now and 
again but when dawn broke, cold 


with fatigue and hunger, they 
were in sad plight indeed. 
Suddenly they saw a_ vison. 


Through the shower of iron hail 
came Mary Henry with hot cof- 
fee and food, seemingly as un- 
concerned as if in her own small 
garden at the foot of the light 
house. Time and again she went 
and came back with more susten- 
ance, apparently guided by some 


—u— 


unseen angel from the peril 
which menaced her every step. 
Through the day until darkness 
brought respite she was caterer 
and nurse, binding the wounds of 
those maimed in the fight. 


Later in that year, when on 
that cruel Dec€mber night the 
Americans burned Niagara, 
throlving the women and chil- 
dren out into the bitter cold, 
Mary Henry opened her small 
home—the lighthouse had _ not 
been destroyed because it was a 
beacon for enemy shipping— 


provided hot'drink and food for 
the hungry, resting places for the 
aged and sick and cosy corners 
for young mothers and their 
bairns. 

Five years later she was pre- 
sented by the’ Loyal and Patriotic 
Society of York with £25 sterl- 
ing as a testimonial which de- 
scribed her as “a heroine not to 
be frightened.” 

She and her husband lie ‘in 
graves not far from the scene of 
her heroism. Perhaps some day a 
monument may be erected to this 
gallant Irish Woman, who trans- 
planted from the Atlantic coast 
to Niagara, showed her loyalty 
to the end.

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Fortifying The Dardanelles 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, 
The question which is always present at International confer- 
ences in Europe, although never openly discussed, is whether the 


German or the Russian flag shall fly over the Bosphorus 

Unless Germany is given fair trade scope with the rest of 
Europe, there is bound to be a German movement into non- 
German territory. There is no scope for any movement in a 


direction. The movement must be either to the south 


east 


northerly 
or to the 


A movement to the south would bring immediate conflict with 
France and Italy and it would be very difficult for Great Britain 
to remain neutral 


A movement to the east would find Austria an eagerly wel- 
coming area, Italy would be hostile; but would probably realize 
that a deolaration of war would be an invitation to destruction. 

Bulgaria would be friendly to the German expansion coupled 
with access to the German markets and with the moving of the 
Turks out of Europe 


The unknown factor in the equation is Russia. Shut off from 
the ocean by winter conditions on all coast lines, except on the 
coasts of the Black Sea, there is no doubt Russia does not intend 
to let either Turkey Germany fortify the Dardanelles and 
shut off Russian traffic at’ will. Russia might even risk a major 
war to obtain free and undisturbed access to the sea lanes of 
world commerce; in other words to ensure that the Russian flag 
and not the German flag be the ruling ensign at the gates of the 
Dardenelles. The Purkish forces could not stand off either the 
Germans or the Russians; and in any result of the struggle, the 
Turks would move back into Asia.

The alternative to a major war would be an agreement be- 
tween Germany and Russia, whereunder Germany would hold 
the European side and Russia the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus 
and the Dardanelles. Despite Mr. Hitler’seclaim that Germany 
tands between western Europe and Russian communism, Ger- 
many would likely be a very interested listener to any Russian 
proposals looking to a division of eastern territories and sea access. 


In the days of the Byzantine Empire the power and the wealth 
of the world centred at the Bosphorus. An alliance between 
Germany and Russia would put it back there in very large meas- 
ure. It might be an undesirable development in civilization— 
but preferable to destroying civilization by another world war. 


The Turkish government by trying to re-fortify the Dard- 
anelles may open a movement which will change the map of the 
world.
